Ft. Pierce Line * 
Begins In July r^ J 


A major development in the 
improvement of transportation 
facilities into and out of the Ever- 
glades moyed ancther step nearer 
to reality this week when the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
at Washington, authorized the 
Florida East Coast Railway Com- 
pany to abandon the 131 mile 
branch from Maytown and to build 
a new branch of 29 miles to Fort 
Pierce. 

Final approval'of thís approval 
had been anticipated both by rall- 
way officials and growers in the 
Canal Point-Pahokee area and 
throughout-the Glades section. 
“The certificate, effective in 40 
days allows Scott M. Loftin and 
John’ W. Martin, trustees in the 
reorganization proceedings of the 
railway, to abandon the Okeecho- 
bee branch from Maytown, Fla., 
Okeechobee. 


Further the” certificate allows 
constructionof a line from the 
northeast shore of the lake ina 
northeasterly direction to "the 
rallroad'S main line at Fort 
Pierce. 


The authorized. construction, at 
an estimated cost of $1,150,000 
must be begun by July 7, 1945 and 
completed by Dec. 31, 1048. 

In addition ‘to being a material 
gain fn.time savings for growers 
and shippers, the development ob- 
viously will simplify to a great

Ernie Pyle 
ls Victim 
Of Jap Gunner 


Struck down by a machine gùn 
bullet on Ie Jima, Ryukus Islands, 
Ernie Pyle, war correspondent ex- 
traordinary, must now be listed 
among those "killed in action." He 
was shot through the left temple 
Wednesday morning. 

He will be mourned by miltions 
of Americans, sho never saw him, 
nor heard his voice, but who, as 
à result of his friendly, simple and 
direct stories about the human 
side.of the war had come to look 
upon him as a close friend. 

Ernle Pyle saw greatness both 
in the infantry buck private and 
in the generals. He told of flame 
throwers and fliers, of ártillery- 
men and cooks, of sailors and ma- 
rines. His, dispatches related 
their triumphs ‘and their tribula- 
tions. Heerecorded their moments 
of high good humor and comedy 
as well as their more serious 
hours. But his-dispatches never 
had room for a mention of mean- 
mess. 

He was the author of two wide- 
ly read books, "Here is Yrou 
War,” and "Brave Men." But r 
Canal Point farmer described 
Ernie Pyle, the writer, well, wher 
he said: “each one of his pieces 
in the paper w 
a good friend. 
Such an appraisal by one of his 


readers probably would have de- | 


lighted Pyle far more than 
plaudits of a critic. 

Long before he became a wat 
correspondent, Pyle went about 
the United States‘writing ‘stories 
from remote places about humble 
people, because he liked them and 
they him. And it was those same 
kind of people, now in. uniform 
and fighting a war, that he wrote 
about in Africa, Italy, France and 
and in the Pacific. S 

He numbered his friends among 
those in all ranks in the Army.
